Bad Business 

The work now being done by the 
Borough in repairing and repaying 
Xarberth 's streets is worthy of the 
commendation and whole-hearted sup- 
port of every motorist and citizen of 
Xarberth. 

W. K. D. Hall, Acting Burgess of 
the Borough of Xarberth, has just call- 
ed the attention of Our Town to one 
of the most inexcusable breaches of 
civic spirit and duty which has ever 
disgraced a progressive community. 
Without further comment, we are pub- 
lishing an extract from Mr. Hall's re- 
port of the occurrence, sent to State 
Highway Commissioner Sadler: 

"On June loth, 1021, between 12.15 
and 12.45 P. M., a woman driving an 
automobile with Pennsylvania license 
Xo. 10,'KiO approched a barricade erect- 
ed by the Borough of Xarberth on 
Wynnewood Road at its intersection 
with Montgomery avenue. She asked 
the borough workman in charge if she 
could go through. He told her she 
could not because the road had just 
been oiled with asphaltic oil over which 
slag chips had been spread. She re- 
plied: 'I'll show you whether or not 
I can,' and thereupon drove into and 
through the barricade and for a dist- 
ance approximating one hundred yards 
along the newly oiled street and into 
a private driveway leading oil' "of the 
same. 

"Immediately afterward a ear driv- 
en by a man and carrying Pennsylva- 
nia license Xo. 54,007 drove in the 
same street following the first car and 
parked on the freshly oiled street in 
front of the house into, the private 
driveway of which the other car had 
driven. This second car (Xo. 54,0117 ,) 
drove back and forth four timc> dur- 
ing the afternoon over the freshly oil- 
ed street, notwithstanding the pro- 
tests of the borough employees. * * * 
The damage done by these two cars 
to the street, newly oiled, approximates 
$:!()( I."

Atlantic City Gives 
Choral Unheard-of 
Ovation 

The Steel Pier concert of the Xar- 
berth Choral Society even surpassed 
the success attained in the School Audi- 
torium a week ago. The most 'a void- 
able criticism was heard on every side, 
and emanated from numerous profes- 
sional musicians and critics who espe- 
cially attended the conceit as a result 
of the widespread fame of the organ- 
ization.- 

The Choral and its friends left Xar- 
berth Station promptly at 1 o'clock 
last Sunday, and reached Atlantic City 
precisely at 2.:!0, slopping at Xorth 
Philadelphia to take on several Phila- 
delphia folk. Ppou arrival, the major- 
ity made a bee line for the briny deep, 
forcing much envy from the minority 
who did not. After a delightful din- 
ner planned for the Chorus by the 
Steel Pier management, the evening 
concert was opened in the large Steel 
Pier Auditorium, holding 5,5011 people, 
by the Leman Symphony Orchestra, 
which alternated with the Chorus in 
the evening's program. 

Every number rendered by the 
Chorus was greatly applauded, and sev- 
eral selections interrupted by enthusi- 
astic approval and clapping as the dif- 
ferent melodies especially pleased the 
receptive audience. 

The Steel Pier management. Prof. 
Leman and others directly interested, 
were greatly surprised and pleased with 
the program and ability of the Chorus 
to so entirely captivate an audience, 
that a return engagement was re- 
quested. 

Prof. Xice more than won the warm 
confidence of his audience by his al- 
ways effervescing smile and gracious 
mien, and was applauded at each en- 
trance. A stranger in the audience was 
heard to remark (just behind one of 
the Choral's boosters): "Well, that 
chorus can't help but be good with a 
competent director like that to lead 
it." Which thought has often been 
heard in and around Xarberth. 

The town of Xarberth was certainly 
well advertised all along the route and 
also at the shore. At Xorth Philadel- 
phia a railroad employee announced for 
about live minutes before the anival 
of the special train and dining its stop, 
"Special train of the Xarberth Choral 
Society from Xarberth to Atlantic City. 
Xo .stop!" This same ostentatious an- 
nouncement was also made at Atlantic 
City terminal, and a large, railroad il- 
luminated gate sign displayed. Also 
large posters were placed in front of 
the Steel Pier, and it seemed hundreds 
of people were asking all along the 
boardwalk, "Where is Nnrberth.' Who 
are the singers'.' Do they all come from 
Xarberth.'" And after the concert 
many were overheard to say: "When 
are they coming back? Isn't Xarberth 
near enough so that they could give 
us several concerts this summer ! ' ' 
And to top it all, a Xew York singer 
approached Prof. Xice and made ap- 
plication to join the Chorus!

OUR LIBRARY. 



With a foundation of a quantity of 
very good books, and an ever increas- 
ing circle of patrons, the Narberth 
Community Library is coming more and 
more to be felt as an appreciated and 
much needed factor in the town. 

The need for a good library, under 
capable management, has often been 
brought forth by interested citizens. 
Not. only as a book-dispensing center, 
but as a nucleus for many forms of 
study and reference, the library has its 
function. 

The Community Library originated 
as a circuit «for the distribution of new 
books among members of the Narberth 
Women's Community Club. By means 
of purchase and gift the number of 
books increased until it became possi- 
ble to extend the scope of the work, 
and make the books available to others 
than members of the Community Club. 

Now by the incorporation of the 
books formerly constituting the Y. M. 
C. A. Library, there are available for 
distribution both the older standard 
works and the newer books. It is often 
possible to obtain the new books in 
constant demand quicker from the Nar- 
berth Library than from the city. 

The success of a library is determin- 
ed by the amount it is used, and the 
number of patrons controls its growth. 
Let's all get behind this splendid pro- 
ject, and assure it of the success it 
deserves. 



COMMUNICATIONS . 



We are always gratified to receive 
communications from our readers on 
pertinent subjects. By this means it 
is possible to obtain many different 
viewpoints on town matters, and fre- 
quently valuable criticisms and sug- 
gestions are obtained in that way. 

The large number of letters in the 
last two numbers of Our Town has 
shown a real spirit of co-operation in 
the work of this, the community paper. 
It is hoped that more of our readers 
will find time to write us on subjects 
of interest to them, and which might be 
of interest to others.

Are Avi> becoming more civilized.' 
This is a debated and debateable ques- 
tion. The answer must depend to a 
la i li'c extent on what we mean by civi- 
lization. Are we becoming more so- 
phisticated .' The answer here must be 
'•yes. " Every aspect of our present 
social conditions displays the increas- 
ing regard of the people as a whole 
for the non-essential and superficial. 

In a recent magazine article, the 
writer asks, "Can our civilization 
maintain itself:"' The idea of civi- 
lization implied is the sublime sfate of 
requiring .the services of a small army 
of economic slaves for each member of 
the "ruling class." True, if a super- 
fluity of servants, motor cars and other 
luxuries represents the ultimate in civi- 
lization, then the increasing necessity 
for a reduction in these will result in 
a pri:poitioiui|e diminution of our mod- 
ern civilized state. 

But we must here return to the first 
question, what is civilization? Does it 
imply the services of the many for the 
transitory pleasures of the few? Is 
the man who requires {hose services 
necessarily in any more advanced state 
of civilization than Jhe man who in- 
creases his culture, social relations and 
value to his community with a mini- 
mum of economic expense.' 

On the answer to this must rest the 
decision as to our civilization and the 
prospeefs for its advancement. .Super- 
ficial polish is not civilization; it is so- 
phistication. The gregarious instinct 
has its place in our modern relation- 
ships, but does not cover all. We are 
following false standards. Tho man 
who drives his car to the office every 
day, and makes his fortune by the suc- 
cessful handling of finances, is tin ideal 
produced by a highly civilized mental 
attitude. The man who, {hough his 
birth and culture nnvy be far in ad- 
vance of that of the financier, leads 
the rough life of the farmer and does 
his share in supporting the human race, 
we place on a lower social par. 

On the one hand, the financier is pro- 
ducing little and consuming much; on 
the other hand, the farmer is producing 
more than he consumes. Which is do- 
ing fhe most, ultimately, in maintain- 
ing civilization.' In the year 191!) tho 
value of our erops was about fourteen 
billion dollars; in 1020 it had dropped 
to nine billions. At the same time tho 
farming class has been diminishing at 
a prodigious rate. The desire is to 
flock to the cities, to join in the com- 
plex - social tangle in which nios{ of us 
are twisting. This movement is but nil 



evidence of the growing popularity of 
the "civilization" referred to in the 
magazine article. A frenzied existence 
with a white collar and a swarm of eco- 
nomic servants is more sought than 
comfort and prosperity on a farm. 

in {he cities the unemployment and 
superfluity of labor is astounding; on 
the farms the lack of help and the loss 
of production is more astounding. We 
are told that unless cheap labor is im- 
ported manual labor will disappear. We 
are told that immigration is the only 
solution of the agricultural problem. 
Does not {he farm need, brains .' Must 
culture, intelligence and civilization be 
reserved for the industries which do the 
least towards the ultimate maintenance 
of the human species? 

On the abolition of this increasing 
and unfounded horror of honest labor 
depends the fate of civilization. A 
hungry nation cannot rise in arts and 
learning. An increase of the super- 
ficial and the non-essential must be 
based on the production of life's neces- 
sities. 

We feel too much that intellectual 
elevation must bo administered in a 
sugar-coated form; that pleasures must 
reflect the refinements and evolutions 
of modern civilization. The wonders of 
nature offer as great a field for intel- 
lectual appreciation as does an after- 
noon in a motion picture theatre, but 
which does the majority choose? Of 
course, {he one which means a further- 
ance of economic loss. Nature is not 
civilized; moving pictures are. 

On a Sunday afternoon, does the 
average man prefer to walk, or to ride 
in an automobile? The walk is con- 
ducive to health and a closer contact 
with nature. The auto is conducive to 
expense, economic waste, and — speed. 
Yes. we take the automobile. 

When we {hrnw off this mantle of 
superficiality : when we produce more 
and use less; then will we find more of 
civilization, anil less of sophistication.

THE SHORTAGE OF NURSES 



NARBERTH 



America is 100,000 short in nurses — 
in the number of women who have pre- 
pared themselves for the highest pos- 
sible service, the care of the sick, the 
prevention of diseases, visiting in 
homes where family revenue will not 
permit of a permanent nurse, directing 
health programs, lighting tuberculosis 
and caring for bii'bies. 

In every branch where the profes- 
sional services of a nurse are needed 
there is a shortage. The situation, j 
which is declared by physicians and j 
others to be alarming, lias attracted , 
country wide attention and national or- 
ganizations have joined in the move- 
ment to attract to the standard young 
women who are amply qualified for 
the training necessary to assuming the 
tasks. 

Philadelphia and vicinity has already i 
entered the national niovemer.it by 
forming the Council for Nursing Kdu- ; 
cation of Southeastern Pennsylvania. 
The council has its headquarters at 218 
South Ninteenth Street, where all in- 
formation may be obtained, and in 
addition, has started several field move- 
ments. 

The creed of the body is as follows: 
"The object of this council is to dis- 
seminate information regarding nurs- 
ing education and the achieve- 
ments and possibilities of the nurs- 
ing profession and to bring to the at- i 
tention of the public its responsibility i 
for the support of schools of nursing. '' j 
Through nursing, young women, pur- j 
ticularly high school graduates, al- 
though others who have the equivalent i 
in education <ir experience are wol- j 
coined, have a chance to enter a pro- | 
fession in which the opportunities are ] 
unlimited and in which, also, there is 
no competition, because there is such j 
a lack of skilled women to meet the j 
requirements that there is room for all. 
It is one profession where there is no 
competition from men, because there 
are few of that sex in the ranks. 

Students in training schools have vir- 
tually no financial requirements with 
living and tuition provided. Practical 
work, which gives the most satisfac- 
tion, is entered into almost innuediately 
and courses are thorough and broad. 

On graduation no expensive equip- 
ment is required and there is none of 
the heart-breaking search for a suitable 
position which usually faces the new- 
comer in the professional world. The 
positions seek the individual. 

Besides the opportunities furnished 
at home, the world at large has many 
ways in which it needs trained nurses. 
Appeals for nurse* to be pioneers in or- 
ganizing and establishing mission hos- 
pitals and schools of nursing are con- 
stuiith- being received, and there is 
never a surcease of the calls for women 
who are prepared and willing to demon- 
strate to the people of foreign countries 
that the doctrine of "an equal chance 
for equal health" is practical. 

Summing up tho opportunities for 
nurses, the council says: 

"As superintendent of a. hospital or

THE ECONOMIC VALUE OF BIRDS. 



The Pinches. 

When wo speak of sparrows or 
finches most of us think of the fa- 
miliar little gamin of our city streets, 
the house sparrow, which is really not 
a native bird, but an importation from 
Kiirope. 

Yet we have in America a large fam- 
ily of sparrows, which, like all our 
our economic life, and which includes 
some of our most beautiful singers. 

Living largely on seeds, they are pro- 
vided with strong, stout bills, with 
which they crush their food. Since the 
finches constitute our largest native 
family, and the seeds eaten are almost 
exclusively weed seeds, their value to 
agriculture is difficult to over-estimate. 

We dwellers in suburban districts 
are not greatly concerned with the 
farmers' troubles, yet everything that 
increases the cost of production adds a 
corresponding amount to the price of 
food in our city markets. So we should 
be grateful to these little brown friends 
that gather in (locks in our fields and 
furrows, each fall devouring great 
quantities of burdock, rag weed, pig 
weed, thistles, dandelion seed, all the 
familiar pests, in fact, that would if 
unchecked be a menace indeed. 

The most familiar member of this 
family is the song sparrow, recognized 
by the dark spot on his breast. This 
bird is always with us, he sings at the 
first hint of spring ami his song is as 
beautiful as any canary's that was ever 
caged. Equally lovely is the song of 
the field sparrow that conies to us 
across the fields of ripening grain or 
the plaintive ''pea body" of the white 
throat. 

The familiar gold finch, with his J 
black wings and cap, and the brilliant j 
indigo bunting are the most gorgeous 
members of this family, though they I 
cannot rival some of their plainer j 
cousins in song. J

Tree Commission 



KULES AND REGULATIONS 



May 9th, 1021. 

The Shade Tree Commission assumes 
exclusive and absolute custody and con- 
trol of, and power to plant, set out, 
remove, maintain, protect and care for 
shade- trees on all public highways of 
the Borough of Narberth, as shown 
on blue print map of chart of such high- 
ways approved toy Borough Council. 

The spraying of all street trees and 
pruning of all the street trees in so 
far that the lower branches or limbs 
will not bo a nuisance to pedestrians or 
vehicles and will not interfere with 
street lighting, will be ordered by and 
under the direct supervision of the 
Shade Tree Commission; the costs of 
such rnaintainance and care to bo paid 
by Borough Councils as provided by 
Act of May 31st, 1907, authorizing 
Shade Tree Commissions and the Gen- 
eral Borough Act of May 14, 1915. 

Written authorization from any mem- 
ber of the Shade Tree Commission will 
be required before any tree on the pub- 
lic highways are to bo planted, re- 
moved, pruned or sprayed. 

Written authorization from any mem- 
ber of the Shade Tree Commission will 
be required for digging soil surround- 
ing any shade tree on the public high- 
ways, to a depth exceeding one foot, 
within a distance equal to twelve (12) 
■ times the diameter of the tree. 

Trunks of all trees on public high- 
wayo of the Borough are to be pro- 
tected during the construction or re- 
pair of any nearby buildings in a man- 
ner approved by the Shade Tree Com- 
mission. 

Public Utilities Corporations or Pub- 
lic Sorvice Corporations .jyab required 
to secure ' written authorization, from 
any m< mber of the Shade Tree Com- 



mission before cutting or pruning any 
shade tree under the care of the Shade 
Tree Commision and will be required 
to properly trim or prune such shade 
trees so that the trees will not be 
injured or damaged by any poles or 
wires on public highways. The ex- 
pense to be borne by said Public Ser- 
vice Corporation. 

Such companies or corporations will 
be required to remove and replace 
wires at their exipcnsc on public high- 
ways, at the request of the Shade Tree 
Commission, for the planting or re- 
moval of shade trees. 

Fines. The Shade Tree Commission 
will notify Borough Council of any in- 
fraction of the foregoing rules and 
will impose a fine of Ten (10) Dollars 
for any and each infraction. Such 
fines to be collected as provided by 
law.
